Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 13-34 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art of record fails to sufficiently describe and/or suggest a method or device 
for warning a driver of a motor vehicle, comprising: detecting, by an object detector, at least one 
preceding vehicle, and a distance and relative velocity with respect to the motor vehicle; 
supplying the distance and relative velocity to an evaluation device; ascertaining by the 
evaluation device, whether, assuming that the preceding vehicle initiated a deceleration, a 
collision with the preceding vehicle would be avoidable as a fimction of a reaction time of the 
driver and the maximum possible deceleration of the motor vehicle; and activating a waming 
device in the event that the collision would be unavoidable. 

These along with fiirther limitations set forth by the claims render the application 
allowable over the prior art of record.
